T. R. Hofer has returned from To- 


nopah and reports things remarkably 
promising in that camp. Every day 
witnesses Improvement In the mines 
and growth in the town Itself. Mr. 
Hofer believes that two or three other 
mines will break into ore similar to 
the Fraction before many weeks have 
passed. 


J. L. Butler and J. F. Duffield 


have ordered the pipe and machinery 
for a water system, to bring water In- 
to town from a distance of about five 
miles where they own springs and a 
number of wells. At the town there 
will be three tanks each with a capa- 
city of 50,000 galling' which will be fed 
by a six-Inch pipe from the pumping 
plant. Water about town wjll ,be de- 
livered through two-inch mains under 
a pressure of ISO feet and will be In 
Inside of ninety days.

or provoked by Mr. Bryan's challenge to any ap- 
prover of the administration's Philippine policy to 
answer Senator Hoar's speech upon the subject. 
Judge Goodwin rashly accepted the challenge and 
although he is one of the most able and brilliant 
writers connected with American journalism, and 
made the best possible defense of a defenseless 
case, it was a puny effort, entirely unlike anything 
he has ever written upon any subject which fur- 
nished reasonable opportunity for argument on bis.
